County Commission approves expenditures totaling over $315,000

Members of the Coffee County 
Commission took more than fifteen 
minutes to decide whether or not to 
spend $428 but voted to spend 
$14,000 plus in less than 30 seconds, 

This all took place afler one com- 
missioner, Bernest Brooks, ques- 
tioned the commission's voting to 
spend “large sums of money” with- 
out having more than a few minutes 
to make a decision on whether or not 
to do so. 

Monday’s meeting was mostuy 
one of conducting routine business 
with the longest discussion coming 
on a motion made by Commissioner 
Robert Stephens. 

County Engineer Mark Pool relat- 
ed to members of the commission 


that the mayor of Kinston had re 
quested that the county haul approxi 
mately 300 cubic yards of clay to the 
site of the town’s recreation park, 

Pool estimated that the cost of the 
clay - if the county chose to charge 
the town for it - would be approxi 
mately $428. 

Commission Stephens made a 
mouion to furnish the clay at “no 
charge” to the town, Commissioner 
Wendell Black seconded the motion. 

During the discussion of Ste- 
phens’ motion, the point was made 
that the commission had voted in a 
previous mecting to contribute a 
maximum of $10,000 toward the 
construction of the Kinston recrea- 
tion park complex. This would con- 
sist mainly, if not totally, of in-kind 
work performed by the county high- 
way department. 


Pool told commissioners that 
work done on the park presently 
stood at about $9,200.00 in value. 
He further stated that the request for 
clay would not put this figure over 
the $10,000 cap 

There was also a request from the 
Soil Conservation Service to assist 
them in correcting an erosion prob- 
lem at the town’s park. It was esti- 
mated that this work, if done, would 
not put the county over the agreed- 
upon-amount of $10,000, 

Both the amendment and the mo- 
lion passed by a unanimous vote of 
the commission, 

The approval to spend $14,000 
for “‘a car” came up right at the close 
of Monday’s session. 

Commission Chairman Lawrence 
Creel asked that the commission ap- 
prove the transfer of funds - within 


the budget - to purchase an automo 
bile, He made his request in the form 
of a motion, Commissioner Jack 
Hanson seconded the motion 

The motion, without any discus- 
sion, passed with Commissioner Ste- 
phens casting the lone dissenting 
vote. 

Due to a noisy air conditioner and 
the lack of proper use of the public 
address system by the commission- 
ers, members of the media were un- 
able to hear - if it was stated - from 
what part of the budget the funds 
were being transferred from and to 
where. 

After the commission adjourned, 
members. of the media, along with 
this reporter, questioned commis- 
sioners concerning the amending of 
the budget for the purchase of an au- 
tomobile. They referred all questions

The Coffee County Commission on Monday approved transfer of funds to 
pay for a new car that Chairman Lawrence Creel had already bought for 
the use of County Administrator Wilson Mobley. The car was reportedly 
purchased at state bid prices but polling of commissioners by telephone to 
approve any such action is illegal. However, that is not what bothers us 
most. They bought a new car with a big V-8 engine and full police inter- 
ceptor equipment! Why would any office administrator need such extra 
equipment. Plus, anytime you get service work done on such a vehicle, the 
cost is higher than on a regular car, as are replacement parts. We don’t 
even want to think about the suggestion of another county citizen who 
speculated that the heavy duty car was to aid Mobley in getting to his du- 
tics as a member of a volunteer rural fire department. That is a nobel call- 
ing but neverless, the complaints we often hear on volunteer firemen is 
that they drive too fast and dangerously with regular cars. Besides, the tax- 
payers shouldn't be furnishing cars for one volunteer firefighter without 
doing so for all.

Here comes Jimmy Evans with 
another lawsuit. As President Rea 
gan would have expressed it, “Here 
you go again!” 

Everyone who knows former 
Gov.

There was not much difference in 
country stores and stores in town 
during the 1920's and 1930's. None 
of them carried fresh meat and sel- 
dom any fresh vegetables. 

People from the country that grew 
excess vegetables would load their 
wagons, or later the Model T, up and 
bring them to town. All of the house- 
wives had doors and windows open 
in the growing season so they knew 
who was bringing produce by. Near- 
ly every family in town had a milk 
cow and a garden. The men sold lots 
of what they didn’t need to eager 
women that could buy what was 
ready to use. 

The earliest store that I recall was 
Smith Bros. over by the railroad in 
New Town. Mother would go into 
the hall of our house and on the wall 
was an oak wood case that held the 
telephone. There was a ringer on the 
right side, a mouth piece jutted out 
several inches on a swivel that al- 
lowed a short person to pull it down 
and a tall person to push it up, On 
the left was the receiver with a long 
cord that allowed you to place it to 
the ear. You twisted the ringer and 
the two bells at the top of the case 
sounded loud and clear, The operator 
asked you what number you wanted. 
If you did not know the number you 
just told her the name and she rang 
it. Mother had a list made of what 
was needed and she told them, In a 
very short time a boy on a bicycle 
pulled up at the back door and 
brought the order into the kitchen. I 
remember Mother was complimen- 
tary of a young man named Dewey 
Tucker that brought her order and 
was so nice and courteous. 

Smith Bros. was probably started 
in the mid 1920's by Drayton and 
Claude Smith. Drayton married Eth- 
el Farris and Claude married Glennie 
Rowe. Neither had children. There 
were several other stores very simi- 
lar. Most did not deliver like the 
Smiths. One that I recall was on Put- 
nam on the bank of the Beaver Dam 
Creek. The creek came through Elba 
at that time. It was owned by the Wi- 
ley Blair’s. Mr. Blair traveled for 
Henderson-Black and Green out of 
Troy. His wife, Effie, and Mrs, R. L. 
Martin ran the store. Mrs. Martin 
was Erma Curenton before her mar- 
riage. Mr. Martin was Robert Lounie 
Martin and he traveled for Nathan 
Segal out of Montgomery. Vennie 
Blair was the wife of Frank Blair 
and she hung out there and helped 
when needed, It is hard to believe 
that those small stores were able to 
do a good deal of business for that 
day and time. It was that everyone 
traded close to where they lived. 
Nearly everyone walked. 

Mrs. Martin wanted her own store 
and the chance came after the March 
1929 flood. Drayton and Claude 
Smith decided to move to the Court- 
house Square and rented their build- 
ing to the Martins. Mr, Martin con- 
tinued to travel and Erma ran the 
business. She put in a few dry goods, 
such as overalls. By the fall of 1930 
Drayton Smith informed the Martins 
he had to have his building back. He 
was not doing well in town. The 
Martins rented a building from Gus 
Owen and moved to where Elba 
Florist is now located. Levie Ham- 
mond moved them with a one horse 
wagon in the fall of 1930. The Mar- 
tins later moved to the corner of 
Court and Simmons, where it is to- 
day, under different owners, The 
only retail business that I know of 
that is older is Duke Tatum on 
Count. He started that in about 1926.

Thawing Foods Safely 


With recent outbreaks of food 
poisoning across the country, food 
safely is 4 growing concern for many 
of us. Handling food safely can limit 
the dander you face from food-borne 
diseases 

Don’t refreeze foods. That’s an 
axiom heard regularly. But what can 
you do with frozen grocery store 
meats that must be thawed to be di- 
vided into smaller packages? Those 
types of products are usually safe to 
refreeze because the products were 
thawed and packaged in a controlled 
environment, 

Generally, you should not re- 
freeze meat or other foods that you 
have thawed at home. Refreezing 
isn’t the problem, The problem lies 
in thawing the food twice. Microbes 
cannot grow in the freezer, But when 
you thaw food, microbes multiply 
rapidly in the warmer environment. 
When you refreeze food after mi- 
crobes have had a chance to grow, 
you are refreezing it with a much 
higher number of microbes, When 
you thaw the food for a second time, 
those microbes reproduce again, 
adding even more microorganisms to 
the food, 

There is a proper way to thaw 
foods. The best way is to let the 
product defrost in the refrigerator, 
Keep the product in its original pack- 
aging to avoid contaminating the 
food by handling it, Be sure to allow 
enough time for the food to thaw, A 
whole frozen chicken may take 48 
hours to thaw in the refrigerator, 

You can also defrost foods in the 
microwave, One disadvantage to mi- 
crowave defrosting is that some 
paris of the food may start to cook 

fore the rest is thawed, Finally, 
you can defrost food under cold run- 
ning water, The food should not 
stand in the water, 

After your food is thawed, cook it 
immediately, Microbes thrive at the 
same temperatures you are happy 
with. They do not like extreme cold 
and cannot survive high heat.

Hummingbird feeders need to be cleaned weekly 


Hummingbirds usually begin vis- 
iting feeders in April or early May. 
Feeders can be filled with a store- 
bought nectar solution or a home- 
made one. To make the homemade 
solution, you should mix one part ta- 
ble sugar to five parts warm water. 

Hummingbirds are attracted to 
the color red, so use feeders that 
have plenty of red on them. It is not 
necessary to add red food coloring to 
the nectar solution. A feeder with a 
“bee guard” is best because the birds 
will not use a feeder if too many 
bees are attracted to it, 


Hummingbird feeders should be 
cleaned on a weekly basis. Rinse 
feeders with vinegar and hot water. 
Do not use detergents to clean your 
feeders. Extra nectar should be 
stored in the refrigerator, 

Do not use honey as a substitute 
for sugar in your nectar solution. 
Hummingbirds cannot digest honey. 

If you want more information 
about these tiny birds and feeding 
them, contact the County Extension 
Office and ask for “Hummingbirds 
in Alabama,” circular ANR-716.

WHEREAS, the Alabama Legislature at 
its Regular Session of 1993 ordered an 
election to be held on a certain proposed 
amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama, set out herein as Act No. 93 
343; and further ordered in Act No. 93- 
343 that such election be held at the next 
general, special, primary, or constitu- 
tional amendment election held more 
than three months after final adjournment 

i@ session of the Legislature; and 

WHEREAS, the next general, special, 
primary, or constitutional amendment 
election will be and occur on June 7, 
1994; and 

WHEREAS, notice of this election, 
together with this proposed amendment, 
is required by law and by the provisions of 
Act No. 93-343 to be given by Proclama- 
tion of the Governor, which Proclamation 
Shall be published once a week for four 
Successive weeks immediately pre- 
ceding the day appointed for the election, 
in a newspaper qualified to run legal 
notices in each county of the state. 

NOW, THEREFORE, |, JIM FOLSOM, 
as Governor of the State of Alabama, do 
hereby give notice, direct and proclaim 
that on Tuesday, the 7th day of June, 
1994, an election will be held in the 
manner and form provided by law upon 
the following proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of 1901 of the State of 
Alabama: -~ 

AMENDMENT NO. 1 
PROPOSED AMENDMENT 

(a) In addition to all other taxes 
presently levied on the value of the tax- 
able property within this state, for the tax 
years beginning after the date of procla- 
mation by the Governor of the ratification 
of this amendment 4 a majority of the 
qualified electors of this state voting on 
the measure, a special ad valorem prop- 
erty tax is levied at the rate of ten one- 
hundredths of one percent on the value of 
the taxable property within this state. 

(b) The proceeds from the imposition ot 
the special ad valorem tax levied by this 
amendment shall be apportioned and 
expended for the following programs and 
purposes in the following approximate 
proportions: 

(1) To be divided by the Alabama 
Forestry Commission among the paid fire 
departments and paid fire districts, that 
meet the same minimum requirements of 
a certified volunteer fire department, 
within the state on a per capita basis as 
determined by the population within the 
corporate limits in the case of municipa! 
pel fire departments, and ona per capita 

asis for the area protected by paid fire 
departments other than municipal depart- 
ments or paid fire districts, 22.71 percent 
of the proceeds. The population of the 
area protected in the case of paid fire 
departments other than municipal depart- 
ments and paid fire districts shall be cer- 
tified by the county commission of the 
county where the department is located. 
These proceeds are to be used only for 
the purchase of equipment, apparatus or 
buildings. 


For the purpose of this act a paid fire 
department shall be defined as having at 
least sixty (60) perpen of its active roster 
as full time paid fire fighters. 


(2) To be allocated to Lawson State 
Community College for fire prevention 


Community College for fire prevention 
and fire education programs, .60 percent 
of the proceeds. 

(4) To be divided as nearly equal as 
possible by the Alabama Forestry Com- 
mission among each individual depart- 
ment and fire station of the certified 
volunteer fire departments, paid munic- 
ipal fire departments and paid or volun- 
teer fire districts within the state 56.885 
percent of the proceeds. 

For the purposes of this act a fire station 
of a paid municipal fire department or a 
paid fire district shall be defined as a sep- 
arately located fire installation housing at 
least one Class “A” fire pumper that 
meets minimum Insurance Service Office 
Standards for a Class “A” pumper and be 
manned by at least three fire fighters 24 
hours a day. The number of stations for 
each department shall be certified by the 
mayor of the municipality in the case of a 
city and by the county commission in the 
case of paid fire districts. 

For the purposes of this act a fire station 
of a certified volunteer department or vol- 
unteer fire district that meets the require- 
ments of a certified volunteer department 
shall be defined as a separately located 
Installation housing at least one Class “A” 
fire pumper that meets minimum Insur- 
ance Service Office standards for a Class 
“A” pumper. The number of stations for 
volunteer fire departments shall be certi- 
flea by the Alabama Forestry Commis- 
sion. 

(3) For implementation and operation of 


a revolving loan fund to be contained 
within the State Treasury for the benefit of 
certified volunteer fire departments, paid 
fire departments, or paid fire districts, in 
the state, 9.564 percent of the proceeds 
The Legislature may provide for the oper- 
ation of the revolving loan fund including 
providing a cap on the total amount of 
funds in the revolving loan fund and for 
the distribution of funds in excess of the 
cap pursuant to subdivision (1) 

(4) For the Alabama Forestry Commis- 
sion for use in its fire repression and pre 
yention programs, 5 percent of the 
proceeds, In no event shall the proceeds 
herein be expended for or used by any 
private organization for any purpose, 
including legal costs, 

(5) For the State Fire College, which is 
presently located at Shelton State Com- 
munity College, 4.782 percent of the pro- 
ceeds 

(c) The proceeds of the special ad val- 
orem tax levied by this amendment shall 
be appropriated by the Legislature to the 
agencies and entities specified in sub- 
section (b) to best ensure the use of the 
tax proceeds for the purposes set forth in 
subsection (b). 

(d) Any revenue lost by reason of the 
exemption of homesteads from this spe- 
cial ad valorem tax shall not be replaced 
form the proceeds of the state income 
tax, , 


(e) The tax proceeds of this amendmen 
may_be used for rescue squads as deter- 
mined by each individual fire department.

Families living near new landfill sue county

Residents living near Coffee 
County’s Subtitle D landfill has filed 
a lawsuit against the county commis- 
sion. 

The suit charges that the garbage 
disposal facility has caused their 
property to decrease in value. 

Filing the lawsuit on Monday, 
May 9, were Paul Young, an Enter- 
prise attorney, and Debbie Jared, an 
Elba attorney. 

. .No amount is specified in the 
suit; however, there is a demand for 
a trial by jy with them setting the 
amount of damages - if any - to be 
awarded to the plaintiffs. 

Earlier this year, the Coffee 
County Commission denied a 
$10,000,000.00 filed against it by 
the same group of individuals. 

The plaintiffs charge the commis- 
sion with failing to provide them 
with “a safe, secure and sanitary wa- 
ter system” even though a water ex- 
pert reported to the Alabama Depant- 
ment of Environmental Management 
that the “aquifers underlying a por- 
tion or all of the site of the landfill 
are considered susceptible to con- 


tamination,” 

A grant from the state has already 
been approved to install a water sys- 
tem to furnish water to residents liv- 
ing in the vicinity of the landfill. The 
city of Elba has agreed to fumish 
water to the system, 

At present, the new system is in 
the design stage; however, bids for 
the construction phase are expected 
to be let in the very near future, 

Also charged in the suit is that the 
landfill has “greatly devalued” the 
plaintiffs’ property and “hampered 
contemplated iuiure development of 
such land, reduced its value and re- 
stricted the use of the land by plain- 
tiffs and their successors in title.” 

The lawsuit further alleges that 
the plaintiffs’ rights under the Ala- 
bama Constitution were violated and 
that the commission devalued their 
property in violation of state law. 

According to the plaintiffs, state 
law prohibits taking “a valuable 
property right and a thing of value 
wilhious lust compensation,” 

In the “Coffee County Solid 
Waste Management Plan,” dated Oc- 
tober 1990, the commission ac- 
knowledged property owners near 
the then-contemplated Subtile D

Captain A. G. “Gaston” Tew new 
state trooper post commander

The new commander at the Ala- 
bama State Troopers’ Post in Dothan 
is by no means a stranger to Coffee 
County. 

Captain A. G. “Gaston” Tew 
served five of his first six years with 
the Alabama State Troopers in Cof- 
fee County, He and his family resid- 
ed in Elba during that ume. 

Capt. Tew assumed his duties as 
commander of Troop K in March of 
this year, 1994, Prior to his new as- 
signment, he was a lieutenant with 
the Alabama Bureau of Investigation 
(ABI). 

After being promoted to the rank 
of captain, there were no “captain 
slots” in the investigative division. 

So, Tew had to decide whether or 
not he wanted to return to the high- 
way patrol division where there was 
an opening for a captain. 

As it turned out, the opening was 
in the Dothan Post. 

In remembering his “tour of duty” 
in Coffee County, Tew said, “In gen- 
eral, the people appreciated law en- 
forcement officials and the job that 
they were doing. 

“I had a very good working rela- 
tionship with the public and person- 
nel with other law enforcement 
agencies in the county.” 

But, not all of the Captain’s mem- 
ories of his stay in Coffee County 
are good ones, He recalled the most 
noted one of them. 

On August 17, 1969, then Troop- 
er Tew was on routine patrol just 
north of Elba when he received a 
call that a man was standing along 
side the highway with a gun, 

Upon answering the call, he 
found Carlos Cauley, 23. standing 
beside the road armed with a 410 
gauge shotgun, Cauley, who was in- 
toxicated, told Tew thal the gun was 
not loaded but he would not give the 
weapon to him, 

Tew returned to his patrol car to 
call for back up and it was at this 
time Cauley fired at him, Before he 
went down, Tew was able to return 
fire striking Cauley. 

Both Trooper Tew and Cauley 
were taken to a hospital in Mont- 

omery, where Cauley later died 

rom his wound, 

Tew still has painful reminders of 
that day. He recently underwent sur- 
gery having to do with the wounds 
he received from the shotgun blast 
almost twenty-five years ago, : 

After leaving Coffee County in 
1973, Tew’s new assignment took 
him to Eufaula, AL, He was promot- 
ed to the rank of corporal, 

In 1976, he was wanferred to the 
investigative branch (ABI) of the Al-

He remained in the Eufaula area, 

Tew rose through the ranks while 
with the ABI, In 1978, he attained 
the rank of sergeant. Ten years later 
(1988), he became a lieutenant. He 
held this rank until his recent promo- 
tion to captain, 

One of his most memorable expe- 
riences while with the ABI, is a trip 
to Spain. 

Captain Tew’s trip to Spain was 
in connection with a murder investi- 
gation, Two juveniles were suspects 
in the homicide of an elderly Eufaula 
woman. Tew went to Spain to inter- 
view a witness in the case, 

As a result of the investigation of 
which Tew was a vital part, the two 
youths were arrested, tried and con- 
victed of the murder, They are cur- 
rently serving a prison sentence, 

When asked if he ever dreamed 
that he would become a post com- 
mander, Tew's response was “My 
only aspiration was one day to be- 
ome a sergeant in the highway pa- 
trol, 

Captain Tew and his wife, Sherry, 
will maintain their home in Bufaula 
where they have resided for the past 
twenty-one years, Sherry is em- 
ployed by the Hughes Missle Com- 
pany in Eufaula, 

‘aplain and Mrs. Tew have two 
children - a daughter, Michelle, and 
a son, Neil, 

Michelle is married and presented 
Gaston and Sherry with their first 
grandchild, 

Neil is an Alabama State Trooper 
and is presently assigned to execu- 
live protection, He serves on the se- 
curity detail for the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, 

Captain Tew is looking forward 
to renewing Coffee County friend- 
ships as his duuies bring him into the 
“neighborhood,”
